British Matrimonial Records For 103 
Contain Some Interesting Facts. 


A blue book giving a detailed an- 
alysis of the births, deaths and mar- 


riages in 1908 in Great Britain has 
just been issued. The specially in- 
teresting part of the book is that 


which deals with the marriage regis- 
ters of England and Wales. 

Among the brides who found hus- 
bands over 70 were one aged 19, one 
aged 20 and two aged 21. Two old 
women over 75 married men over 86, 
In all seventy-seven women over 70 
were married. Three of them found 
bridegrooms under 45, twenty-six 
found partners under 65 and forty- 
eight married men as old as or older 
than themselves. 

It is pointed out that the number 
of marriages unmade by the divorce 
court is steadily growing each year, 
but at the same time there is a large 
increase in the number of divorced 


persons who remarry Here are the 
figures: 
1906, 1908. 
Persons divoresd... 1,092 1,314 
Divorced persons rema)- 
POD iscve ree cerevyess 670 703 
There is still a tendency to increas? 
shown in the age at which men and 
women marry, the average age now 


being 28.78 years for the bridegrooms, 


and 26.61 for the brides. In London 
the average age is even higher, reach- 
ing 29.56 for the bridegrooms and 
26.98 for the brides 

One of the features of the report 
for England and Wales is the evi- 
dence it bears to the increase in the 
death rate for cancer From 0.55 a 
thousand of the population in the 
period of 1881-85 the rote rose to .093 


in the year 1908, the latter being the 
highest recorded. 

An international table of twenty 
countries is given in the report, and 
on this the Registrar-Genersl says: 

“This country occupies an unenvi- 
able position with resnect to mortal- 
ity from cancer, the rete in England 
and Wales being exceeded in only two 
European countries—viz., Switzerland 
and the Netherlands. Scotland oecu- 
pies a slightly better position (fourth), 
and Ireland, notwith nding its ab- 
normal age constitution, a much better 
position (seventh, with a rate of 0.76). 
In all the countries from which re- 
turns heve been received the propor- 
tionate m ity from cancer has 
show ral tendency to increase 
in rece y A 

One satisfactory feature in the re- 


port is that there has been a cessa- 
tion of the increase these cases 
among women under 5% 

On the other hand the derth rate 
from phythisis in 1998 .was_ slightly 
below that of 1997, when as in 1905 it 
was the lowest recorded.

He says: ‘‘Al- 
though the data on reproduction 
and rate of growth are not yet col- 
lated, it is safe to say that, if the 
fires are kept out (and apparently 
with the present organisation sull 
further perfected this can be done 
reasonabiy well) there is no difficul- 
ty in re-stecking by natural means 
Most of the cut-over areas, if not 
too severely culled,..... In the pure 
hemiockspruce stands aii that is 
necessary is to remove the old hem- 
lock thoroughly and cleanly to have 
the young growth of spruce, already 
established on the ground, take its 
place.” 

He takes occasion, however, to 


correct erroneous impressions as to 


the growth of spruce. While the 
white spruce, growing in compara- 
tively open situations, may, he says, 
make a sawlog in sixty years, tue 
forest spruce, waich is mostly red 
spruce, grows more slowly aud will 
probably not averaye a saw loy in 
less than 109 years. 

Itas found that, to a large exient, 
the different specivs of tress are 
localized. The white pine is tound, 
for the most part, in Svelburne and 
part of Queen's, the hemlock most 
prominently in Annapolis, and the 
spruce in Digby counties. 

Nova Scotia is to be heartily con- 
gratulated on taking this forward 
step. One of the greatest needs 
in regard to the planning of a busi- 
nesslike system of administering 
and caring for the forests of Canada 
is the acquiring of definite informa- 
tion as to just where these areas are 
located, their extent, the quantity 
of timber and species ot trees to be 
found on them, their accessibility, 
and other points. Heretofore these 
points had to be largely guessed at, 
no certain knowledge being in exis- 
tence. While tne present survey 
may leave much to be desired, it at 
any rate substitutes definite (if only 
approximate) knowledge tor guesses 
Nova Scotia is to be congratulated 
on having led the way among the 
provinces of the Dominion in thus 
substituting certainty for vagueness 
in regard to its forest areas and 


resources.

Vinter live stock exhibitions are be- 
coming exceedingly popular and a 
large number of visitors will be in at- 
tendance at the Saskatchewan winter 
fair this year. Entries are already be- 
ginning to pour into the secretary's 
office and final arrangements are being 
completed to make this event in the 
highest degree successful. 

According to the rules of the show, 
exhibitors must become members of 
the live stock association represent- 
ing the kind of stock that they are 
exhibiting. Membership in the associ- 
etions carries other privileges in addi- 
tion to that of being permitted to ex- 
hibit. Persons 
toba who join the Saskatchewan live 
stock associations will be given a re- 
turn trip at the price of a single fare 
on the certificate plan, and they will 
also be entitled to free admission to all 
the departments of the show. 

The secretary of the live stock as- 
sociations is F. Hedley Auld, Regina. 
Mr. Auld is also managing director of 
the winter fair. When applying for 
membership in the live stock associa- 
tions applicants should state whether 
they wish to join the horse, cattle, 
sheep or swine breeders’ association, 


Alberta Horsemen and Betting Bill 

Calgary.—A meeting of the Alberta 
Horse Breeders’ association directors 
was held recently at the exhibition 
company’s office. 

It was decided at this meeting to 
add extra ladies’ classes in the saddle 
events at the provincial exhibition. A 
class for ladies’ saddle horses, 14.3 and 
over, and a pony saddle class, 14.3 and 
under, was decided upon. It was also 
decided to make « member of the Cal- 
gary Hunt club an honorary director 
of the association to be appoi..ted by 
the Hunt club. 

The association passed a r solution 
similar to that of the exhibition com- 
pany, opposing the Miller  anti-race 
track gambling and for similar rea- 
sons. The directors admitted the evils 
of the bookmakers and touts at race 
meets of long duration. In the inter- 
est of light horse breeding in Alberta, 
they asked that betting be not made 
illegal at exhibitions or race meetings. 
In order to overcome the objectionable 
features, and to protect the public 


ers, they strongly recommend the use 
of the Paris Mutual System of bet- 
ting. 

Stamping Out Rabies in Ontario 

Toronto.—The joint campaign of the 
federal and provincial governments 
with a view to stamping out rabies 
with which the western part of On- 
tario is overrun, has been officially 
opened, Copies of the Dominion and 
Ontario sedate ce hseule are being 
distributed and made public, These 
crders cover 23 counties and direct 
that all dogs must be chained up or 
muzzled until the orders are counter- 
manded, The penalty for dog owners 
failing to comply is a fine not exceed- 
ing $200 under the Dominion act, arc 
one of $20 under the p-ovincial act. 
The destruction of the dog is also in- 
volved, 

Boys’ Farm Experiment 

Toronto.—The novel experiment of 
a boys’ farm, to be tried by the Broad- 
view Boys’ Institute, an organization 
similar to the Y. M. C. A. A farm, 
owned, cultivated and financed by 
juvenile agriculturists, is to be pur- 
chased within easy reach of a trolley 
ear. The farm is intended to afford 
an opportunity for a voluntary and 
practical study of agriculture on scien- 
tific basis. City boys out of work will 
have a chance to put a waiting time at 
the farm, and to see how they would 
like farm life as a variation.

Regina, Sesk.—Interviewed regard- 
ing the charge recently made here be- 
fore the Canadian club by J. H. Has- 
lam that the immigration department 
is discriminating against Saskatche- 
wan and is using its machinery to in- 
duce immigration to Alberta, J. Bruce 
Walker, Dominion immigration agent 
at Winnipeg, who is now on his way 
home from a trip to Alberta, stated 
that he could only suppose that Mr.

The South Pole Has Been Discovered 

Buenos Ayres.—Confidence is strong 
among many here that the South Pole 
has been discovered. The belief 
ihat it has been found by Dr. J. 
Charcot, of Paris. Dr. Charcot set 
sail from Punta Arenas four months 
ago in the Pourquoi Pas, which had 
been fitted out in France for Antarctic 
exploration, The captain of the steam- 
er Sud, which arrived at Punta 
Arenas recently, reported that he had

Then there is the cemetery 
question, Everyone admits that a 
cemetery is necessary for Strath- 
mo.e, avd some time ago an effort 
was made to get one inaugurated, 
the C.P.K.  baving generously 
agreed to give the ground for the 
purpose free. A meeting was held, 
and twenty persons agreed to take 
up shares. Betore the company 
could be formed, however, it was 
necessary to have one-fourth of the 
share capital subscribed, but only 
two of those who had agreed to 
subscribe came through with one- 
fourth of their share money, and as 
no others came torward, these two 
had their money returned, and the 
| matter dropped. It has been taken 
up again, and it is to be hoped that 
this ume the financial response will 
be more gratifying 

The valuation of the town has 
been carried out during the past two 
weeks bv Messrs Bush and Piper, 
and is being done in a thorough 
manner. there have been a large 
amount of new buildings erected

A World-Wide Scheme of Philanthropy 
is Worked Out by the Standard Oil 
Magnate--Millions are to be Lavish- 
ed for the Betterrnent of Mankind— 


Most Gigantic Scheme ever Con- 
ceived by the Human Mind. 
Washington, D. C.—A_ world-wide 


scheme o1 philanthropy— stupend us 
in its scope—in which the Rocketeller 
millions are to be lavished, for the 
betterment of mankind, is forecasted 
in the bill introduced in the se.ate 
by Mr. Gallinger, of New Hampshire, 
provinne tor the incorporation of the 
‘Rockefeller foundation.” Detsils as 
to the exact plans of Mr. Rockeieller 
are lacking here, aside from the ary 
phraseology itself all that is known of 
the plan is gleaned from the state- 
ments made by Mr. Galiinger, aft r he 
had presented the bill. “I am not 
authorized, said he, to speak for Mr. 
Rockefeller, but there is no doubt that 
he proposes to spena his millions. He 
has already spent $52,040,000 through 
the general eaucation board, I have 


- no doubt that Mr. Rockefeller intends 


away kis money on a_ scale 
greater than any other. living 
man. I am not acquainted with all of 
the details of Mr. Rockefeller’s plans.” 

The proposed act gives the founda- 
tion general powers of the widest | 0s- 
sible character, within the purposes 
for which it was created, and the sena- 
tors expressed the belief that it would 
become the most gigantic and philan- 
thropie scheme ever conceived by the 
human mind. 

All the rights and 
usually conferred on 
given the foundation 
bill. In fact, it was pointed out that 
by the addition of a very few words, 
the bill, as it was written, might well 
stand as a charter for what really 
would be a “‘good trust’’ in the best 
meaning of the term. 

Mr. Rockefeller has determined on 
dividing his fortune into three great 
funds. The first and largest is to be 
for charity, and this will be admin- 
istered by the Rockefeller Foundation. 
It will include the work of endowing 
and maintaining other charities al- 
ready organized, as well as the found- 
ation of new ones. The second is the 
general education fund, which is to be 
increased from $53.000.000 to approxi- 
mately over $100,000,000, and will still 
further extend the work of the gen ral 
education board, as already organized. 
The third and smallest fund is to be 
set aside for the Rockefeller family. 

It has been estimated that if Mr. 
Rockefeller lives to the age of 80, and 
he now in his 7Ist year, his for- 
tune would amount to one billion more 
than ever one man possessed before.

Reports received by the immi- 
gration department indicate that the 
arrivals from the American states, per- 
ticularly from the northwest, will ex- 
ceed the one hundred thousand mark. 

During the first month of this year 
there has been an increase of over 100 
per cent. increase on the homesteads 
taken up. The total number of entries 
for January was 2,698, as compared 
with 1,308 in January of last year, an 
increase of 1,390. Americans lead with 
913 homestead entries and there were 
in addition 43° returning Canadians 
from U. 8. The entries by Canadians 
totulled 661. English immigrants took 
331 homesteads, Scotch 97, and Irish 
29. The remaining 413 homesteads 
taken up during the month were by 
people from other European countries. 


Will Bring Back First Locomotive 

Winnipeg.—The question of bringing 
back to Winnipeg the first locomotive 
ever seen here, is now practically set- 
tled and the old engine that first came 
to Winnipeg in 1876 and was taken 
over the Red river to the western 
prairies in December, 1879, will soon 
be given a resting place in one of the 
city parks and become an interesting 
relic on exhibition. 

This old engine, known as No. 1, 
with a train of six cars and a caboose, 


was brought to Winnipeg in June, 
1876, and for some time was used on 
the Emerson branch.

Canadian Women Outlive the Men 
Ottawa.—In the senate the bill 
amending the annuities act was given 
a third reading. Senator Frost moved 
that the bill be amended by redueing 
the rates charged for annuities to wo-| 
men to the same rates as those charg-| 
ed to men. In this age when women 
were working beside men at perhaps 
less remuneration, there hardly seem- 
ed justification for the application of 
British longevity to Canadian condi- 
tions and that higher retos be charged 
women than to men. He thought the 
protest of the Women's Council of 
Canada was well founded, and that 
his amendment should be adopted, 
Sir Richard Cartwright said that, 
though desirous of granting the mo- 
tion, it wes beyond his power, as the 
result of the motion would add to the 


financial burden of the country. Such 
legislation could not originate in the 
senate. However, statistics were all 


against them and indicated that wo- 
men lived longer than men. The ladies 
therefore could take consolation from §& 
the fact that if they pay a little more 
they would get a little more through 
living a little longer.

MANY VICTIMS 
OF SNOW SLID 


TERRIBLE CATASTROPHE AT 
ROGERS PASS ON C.P.R. 
pa en 


A Series of Snow Slides Along Main 
Line of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Cause Appalling Loss of Life— 
Over 1,200 Feet of Snow Sheds are 
Wiped Out—Bodies of Dead Will 
Likely all be Recovered. 


Rogers Pass, B.C.—A mass of wet 
snow, tearing down the mountain side, 
swept between 63 and 80 men to death 
on Saturday morning, shortly after 
midnight and caused pernaps the 
worst railway wreck in the history of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. The 
railway men know that there are 63 
smen lying beneath the snow and 

“debris, for they ere railway mem It 
is known that there are others in the 
mass, but the number is unknown. Of 
the men, 32 ure Japanese. 

This is the season for snow slides, 
and before sunset Friday a tremen- 
dous slide covered the track. Extra 
gangs were immediately placed on the 
road to clear the track, and tad work- 
ed until 1 aim. Then, without warn- 
ing, the second slide, more massive 
than any before, swept down with 
terrific foree and blotted out the men 
in a twinkling, under 50 feet of snow 
filling the cut completely. 

The combined crews consisted of 100 
men, but of these 63 were at work 
with two engines and a rotary, cleor- 
ing the track. Some distunce behind, 
the remaining men were asleep in the 
cars and were resting for their turn on 
the work. The slide wiped the forward 
gang completely out of existence, only 
one man, John Morton, b-ing saved, 
and he is so badly bruised that he has 
not recovered consciousness and ean 
give no account of the disastor. 

The slide, as is always the erse, 
started small and spread out like a 
fan as it swept down the mountein 
side. The extent of this slide was im- 
mense, and the outer edges of the fan 
smashed against the cars with the 
sleeping men, moving the cars, though 
causing no injury. 

It was some little time before the 
terrible accident was reported, as the 
telegraph wires went down under the 
snow, ice and debris. As soon as word 
wus sent out, relief cars were rushed 
to the scene of the disaster. 

On Seturday the work of recovering 
the bodies was cyrried on vigorously, 
with the result that eleven, all dead, 
were taken out. 

The following are the white men 
who are known to have perished: R. 
J. Buckley, conductor; W. Phillips, 
engineer; J. J, Fraser, roadmaster; 
Griffith, fireman; A. Pottruff, engin- 
eer; A. Johnson, foreman; C. Ander- 
son, foreman; E. Wellender, foreman; 
D. J. MeDonald, bridge foreman; 
Mehon, brakeman; G. Nichols, bridge- 
mun; J. MeLelland, bridgeman. 

Shortly after the slide which caused 
the heavy loss of life, another ocevrred 
between Bear Creek and Rogers Pass, 
which carried down 600 feet of snow 
shed No. 14, making in all some 12)0 
feet of snow shed wiped out. 

The next heavy slide occurred at 
2.°0 on Sxeturday aiternoon at the big 
hill at Field. This carried down the 
track on one of the upper loops, re- 
bounded down the valley and carried 
out another portion of the track be- 
low, Fortunately there was no loss of 
life, there being no train in the vicin- 
ity. 

A third slide oceurred at Glenovle, 
eiczht miles east of Golden, B.C. This 
cleared out another lerge portion of 
the track, but the line was clerr at the 
time and there were not fatal results.

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| PRODUCE OF MINES 


Figures for Dominion Show an 
crease of Five Million Dollars 
for the Past Year. 


Ottawa.—The total value of the min- 
eral production of Canada during 1909 
was a little over $90,000,000, an in- 
crease of nearly $5,000,000, as com- 
vared with the preceding year. Near- 
y all metals show an increase in out- 
put, according to a preliminary esti- 
mate contained in a report issued 
recently by the mines department. 
The total production of silver during 
the year is estimated at 7,878,590 
ounces, valued at $14,358,310, of which 
nearly $13,000,000 is credited to the 
Cobalt mines. There was a slight de- 
crease in the gold production, which 
totalled about $9.500,000. The Yukon 
gold output last year is estimated at 
$3,960,000, an increase of $360,000 over 
1908. 

The total production of nickel from 
the Sudbury deposits was 28,845 tons 
valued at the furnaces at $3,913.0 2. 
An increase of 20 per cent. is shown 
in the production of pig iron in Can- 
ada last year as compared with 1908, 
The total production was 757,162 tons, 
valued at $9,581,864, as compared with 
630,835 tons valued at $8 112,194 in 
1908. Coal and coke were produced to 
the extent of 10 411,955 tons, valued at 
$24,431,351, a somewhat smaller pro-

ROCKEFELLER’S 
GREAT SCHEM 


ROCKEFELLER WILL DIVIDE 
WEALTH WITH PEOPLE 


A World-Wide Scheme of Philanthropy 
is Worked Out by the Standard Oil 
Magnate—Millions are to be Lavish- 
ed for the Betterment of Mankind— 
Most Gigantic Scheme ever Con- 
ceived by the Human Mind. 


Washington, D. C.—A_ world-wide 
scheme ot philanthropy— stupend us 
in its scope—in which the Rocketeller 
millions are to be lavished, for the 
betterment of mankind, is forecasted 
in the bill introduced in the se.ate 
by Mr. Gallinger, of New Hampshire, 
proviaing for the incorporation of the 
“Rockefeller foundation.” Details as 
to the exact plans of Mr. Rockeieller 
are lucking here, aside from the ary 
phraseology itself all that is known of 
the plan is gleaned from the state- 
ments made by Mr. Galinger, aft r he 
had presented the bill. “I am not 
authorized, said he, to speak for Mr. 
Rockefeller, but there is no doubt that 
he proposes to spend his millions. He 
has already spent $52,0.0,00 through 
the general eaucation board. 1 have 
no doubt that Mr. Rockefeller intends 


to give away his muney on a scale 
greater than any other. living 
man, I am not acquainted with all of 


the details of Mr. Rockefeller’s plans.” 

The proposed act gives the founda- 
tion general powers of the widest | 0s- 
sible character, within the purposes 
for which it was created, and the sena- 
tors expressed the belief that it would 
become the most gigantic and philan- 
thropie scheme ever conceived by the 
human mind. 

All the rights and powers that are 
usually conferred on corporations are 
given the foundation in the Gallinger 
bill. In fact, it was pointed out that 
by the addition of a very few words, 
the bill, as it was written, might well 
stand as a charter for what really 
would be a “good trust’ in the best 
meaning of the term. 

Mr. Rockefeller has determined on 
dividing his fortune into three great 
funds. The first and largest is to be 
for charity, and this will be admin- 
istered by the Rockefeller Foundation. 
It will include the work of endowing 
and maintaining other charities al- 
ready organized, as well as the found- 
ation of new ones, The second is the 
genera] education fund, which is to be 
increased from $53.000.000 to approxi- 
mately over $100,000,000, and will still 
further extend the work of the gen: ral 
education board, as already organized. 
The third and smallest fund is to be 
set aside for the Rockefeller family. 

It has been estimated that if Mr. 
Rockefeller lives to the age of 80, and 
he is now in his 7Ist year, his for- 
tune would amount to one billion more 
than ever one man possessed before. 
It may be Mr. Rockefelle idea to en- 
courage the growth of his fortune up 
to the time of his death, starting the 
work of the Rockefeller Foundation 
Curing his lifetime und willing to it 
his great fortune.

MORE SETTLERS 


Government Expects Hundred Thous- Authorizes Prince Albert and Hudson's 


and Immigrants to Arrive From 
United States During Year. 


Ottawa.—The influx of settlers into 
the Canadian west this year promises 
to greatly surpass all previous re- 
coras, Reports received by the immi- 
gration department indicate that the 
arrivals from the American states, per- 
ticularly from the northwest, will ex- 
ceed the one hundred thousand mark. 

During the first month of this year 
there has been an increase of over 100 
per cent. increase on the homesteads 
taken up. The total number of entries 
for January was 2,698, as compared 
with 1,308 in January of last year, an 
increase of 1,390. Americans lead with 
913 homestead entries and there were 
in addition 43° returning Canadians 
from U. 8. The entries by Canadians 
totalled 661. English immigrants took 
331 homesteads, Scotch 97, and Irish 
29. The remaining 413 homesteads 
taken up during the month were by 
people from other European countries. 


Will Bring Back First Locomotive 

Winnipeg.—The question of bringing 
back to Winnipeg the first locomotive 
ever seen here, is now practically set- 
tled and the old engine that first came 
to Winnipeg in 1876 and was taken 
over the Red river to the western 
prairies in December, 1879, will soon 
be given a resting place in one of the 
city parks and become an interesting 
relic on exhibition. 

This old engine, known as No. 1, 
with a train of six cars and a caboose, 
was brought to Winnipeg in June, 
1876, and for some time was used on 
the Emerson branch. It was brought 
from Moorehead, Minn., and unloaded 
at the mouth of the Seine river. After 
serving its turn on the Emerson 
branch it was, in 1879, taken across 
the Red river at the point where 
Louise bridge now stands. The en- 


gine and train crossed the Red river} 


on a track laid on the ice by D. D. 
Mann, then a railway contractor. 
The old locomotive was soon dis- 
placed by modern engines and wound 
un its career in a lumber plant at

Canadian Women Outlive the Men 
Ottawa.—In the senate the bill 
amending the annuities act was given 
a third reading. Senator Frost moved 
that the bill be amended by reducing 
the rates charged for annuities to wo- 
men to the same rates as those charg- 
ed to men. In this age when women 
were working beside men at perhaps 
less remuneration, there hardly seem- 
ed justification for the application of 
British longevity to Canadian condi- 
tions and that higher retos be charged 
women than to men. He thought the 
protest of the Women’s Council of 
Canada was well founded, and that 
his amendment should be adopted, 

Sir Richard Cartwright said that, 
though desirous of granting the mo- 
tion, it was beyond his power, as the 
result of the motion would add to the 
financis] burden of the country.

Cost of Living Increases 40 Per Cent. 

Weshington, D.C.—Senator Latimer, 
cheirman of the select committee + p- 
pointed to investigate the increased 
cost of living, presented some interest- 
ing data in reference to the same sub- 
ject in Canada.

Canadian Mint a Profitable Investment 
Ottawa.—Mr. Fielding brought down 
a return showing that the operations 
of the Ottawa branch of the royal 
mint hes since its opening on Jan. 1, 
1908, resulted in a profit to the Domin- 
ion of $63.857.86 after allowing $131,000 
as interest on the cost of construction. 
The profit upon the coinage of silver 
was $172,244.79, on bronze 
and miscellaneous $1,148.80, giving a 
total gross profit of $194 958.70.

With this issue we commence the 
publication of a series of articles by 
Professor Elliott, Superintendent of 
the C.P.1.C. Demonstration Farm, 
giving advice to the farmers of the 
district on the treatment of irrigable 
land and growth of hitherto untried 
crops. These articles will be in- 
serted from week to week as the 
season progresses, and will contain 
information specially applicable to 
the time of the year. 

The article we publish in this 
issue deals with the planting of al- 
falfa seed. Alfalfa is one of the 
most profitable crops that can be 
grown, and is particuiarly suitable 
for irrigable areas. It was tried 
last year on the Demonstration 
Farm and proved successful, and 
given proper attention, there seems 
no reason why it should not be suc- 
cesstul in other parts of the district. 
Some weeks ago Professor Elliott 
received a consignment of 5000 Ibs 
of alfalfa seed from Salt Lake City, 
which was offered at 15 cents per 
lb, or less than cost price, to the 
tarmers of the district in small lots, 
to induce them to give it a trial. 
The farmers have responded very 
well, and the great proportion of the 
seed has already been disposed of. 

To many of the farmers alfalfa 
growing is anew proposition, and 
these articles, from the pen of one 
of the foremost agriculturalists in 
the Province, will provide them with 
first-hand and up-to-date instruction 
on the subject.

Where Shall We Plant 
—_~Ailfalfa Seed.

Questions similar to the above have 
been coming in quite frequently from 
the farmers in this district, who have 
seen our announcement regarding the 
alfalfa seed which the Demonstration 
Farm is going to distribute. A great 
many farmers seem to be taking up 
this proposition very readily and the 
general impression is that it will be a 
valuable thing to conduct joint experi- 
ments with all those who are taking 
seed at the present time. We are 
very pleased to note that the seed is 
going outin small quantities. Most of 
the farmers taking from twenty to 
twenty-five pounds, which is  suffi- 
cient to seed from one to five acres* 

\ We think this is a very wise plan in- 
Yleed, and trust the farmers who are 
undertaking the experiment may have 
splendid success, 

Now, with regard to the land on 
which this particular experiment 
should be conducted. Several have 
written to us asking if it would be 
wise to try this alfalfa seed on new 
breaking. To this we would reply 
that, as a rule, it is a very unwise 
thing to do. We have seen certain 
sections of the country where alfalfa 
would grow, even if it were scattered 
on top of the sod. But with us here 
inoculation seems to be a very neces~ 
sary thing, and for this reason it is 
necessary that the ground be prepared 
in extra fine shape. We would not re- 
commend the sowing of alfalfa seed on 
new breaking. Rather, if possible, 
sow it on land from whichone, two, or 
better still, three crops have been 
teken. On land of this character the 
original sod has been thoronghly 
broken up and incorporated in the soil 
and, furthermore, there has been more 
opportunity co have the land levelled, 
so that irrigation is made much easier 
We would advise that this ground be 
prepared very thoroughly in the 
spring, with two or three discings and 
draggings. If the land is inclined to 
be slightly uneven, it might be well to 
run over it with a good heavy leveller 
so as to fillup all the small pockets, 
and thus make irrigation much easier 
and more efticient, The seed may be 
planted from the middle to the end of 
May, at the rate of twenty pounds per 
acre, We that twenty 
pounds is a large seeding for alfalfa, 
and, in a few when we have 
gotten the germ thoroughly into the 
soil of this district, it will not be neces- 
sary to seed anything like this amount 
Probably at that time twelve to four? 
teen or fifteen pounds may be 
but at present, when inoculation is 
needed, it is better to put ina little 
more seed upon the land, thus assur- 
ing usa better stsnd, 

There are two ways of inoculating 
alfalfa seed. The first would be by 
the use of nitro culture, which may be 
purchased from different seed firms, 
with full directions as the treatment 
of the seed, ‘The second way, and one 
that we think advisab e, under the cir-

cumstances, would be to secure some 
earth from a field that alfalfa bas been 
successfully grown on, and simply 
sprinkle this over your field where the 
alfalfa is to be grown, For this, the 
earth may be sprinkled on the ground, 
so that the showers that fall will wash 
the germs into the roots of the plants, 
which is often very effective.

Some advise sprinkling 
on the ground before the seed is sown, 
so that the discing and harrowing will 
sneorporate it with the soil, Others 
have had good success by sprinkling it 
on the ground, after the evop is up. 
There is one difficulty about this lat- 
ter method, and that is that the earth 
lying on the top of the soil is apt to 
hecome dried out, and, therefore, the 
former method is, perhaps more effec- 
tive. 

When the alfalfa gets to the height 
of six or eight inches, it is a good plan 
to run over it with a mower, andleave 
the crop right on the ground as a 


shade to the tender roots, This 
‘clipping off" has a tendency to 
strengthen the crown of the plant, 


and, thereby, throw out a stronger 
growth, 

From time lo time, this summer, it 
will be our plan to send out short 
articles through the local papers, so 
that we may all keep in touch with 
one another regarding this experi- 
ment, for it is our hope that all the 
farmers who are engaged in this ex. 
periment may, by the time the season 
is over, know a great deal about the 
adaptability of alfalfa to this locality, 
and, a little later on we shall get out 
blank forme to send to each of those 
participating in this experiment, so 
that we will have definite records of 
the growth of this crop to be kept for 
our Farmers’ Unions, for discussion 
aaring the winter.

Note in verse 26 His “O ye of little 
faith,”’ and compare the other three 
times when He said \ie same words 
(vi, 30; xiv, 31; xvi, 8).

The man went his 
“without faith it is impossible to 
please God" (Heb. xi, 6). Having 
crossed over, He is met by two demon 
possessed men who had their dwelling 
among the tombs, men whom no one 
could tame nor bind, for, though they 
had oft been bound, no chains could 
hold them. They were so exceedingly 
fierce that no one could pass by where 
they were. That word fierce is used 
in II Tim. iii, 1, and is translated 
“perilous” and is applied to the times 
in which we are living, the last days. 
With the combines in commerce, the 
conflict between labor and capital, the 
delusions in the pulpit and out of it, 
the times are certainly demon _ pos- 
sessed, but the consummation will not 
he till the church is taken away and 
the devil shall manifest great wrath, 
knowing that his time is short (Rev. 


xii, 12). These demons knew Jesus
